Do ye not know that the saints shall judge the world? and 
if the world shall be judged by you, are ye unworthy to 
judge the smallest matters? Know ye not that we shall 
judge angels? how much more things that pertain to this 
life? 

1 Corinthians 6:2-3 (KJV) O 

Before we get into the scripture that specifically tells us to judge we 
need to put to rest misunderstandings about both Matthew 7:1 O and 
Luke 6:37 U which talk about not judging others. So does this verse 
contradict? Not at all! It is when those verses are taken out of context 




that they seem to condemn judging in general when it is the hypocrite that Christ condemns forjudging. As 
scripture clearly shows we are to judge matters and those in the church who are living openly in sin to the 
detriment of the body of Christ. 

For what have I to do to judge them also that are without? do not ye judge them that 
are within? But them that are without God judgeth. Therefore put away from among 
yourselves that wicked person. 
1 Corinthians 5:12-13 (KJV) □ 

1 Corinthians 5 is a profitable chapter to study if you want God's mind on the matter of judging others. Not only 
are we to told to judge those who call themselves Christians but we are commanded to remove them from the 
church if they are living in sin and not to socialize with them in any way! Doesn't sound very loving, does it? 
God's concept of love and maris are totally different. When we try to project our concept of love which is 
polluted by sin onto God the results are disastrous. 

When we sin in secret God still sees it yet when we allow others to see it we bring disgrace on all of Christianity. 
What do you suppose unbelievers think of Christ when you call yourself by His name and curse, drink and 
fornicate just like they do? 

Christians are often accused of offending others, but what about us? Have we no right to be offended by those 
who bring shame both to us and more importantly on our savior? Personally I can accept being offended by a 
unbeliever, but why should I allow someone who calls themselves a Christian to bring dishonor to my savior? 

But now I have written unto you not to keep company, if any man that is called a 
brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or an 
extortioner; with such an one no not to eat. 
1 Corinthians 5:11 (KJV) © 

Not only are we not to do those things, but it is a sin to keep company with those that do them We need to start 
obeying the Word, to be intolerant of those living in open unrepentant sin in God's house. 

Neglecting to warn Christians living in sin amounts to no less than condoning their sin by our silence. We tolerate 



those living a life of compromise with the Devil in our churches and wonder why they are dead. We have filled 
the vacuum left by the departed Holy Spirit with loud music that stimulates the flesh and women running down the 
aisles of our churches with streamers. 

I hate, I despise your feast days, and I will not smell in your solemn assemblies. 
Though ye offer me burnt offerings and your meat offerings, I will not accept them: 
neither will I regard the peace offerings of your fat beasts. Take thou away from me 
the noise of thy songs; for I will not hear the melody of thy viols.

If we really want revival we must begin the grim task of separating those living in sin from the body of Christ. The 
Holy Spirit will not abide in such a place. We need to get serious about our relationships with Christ and put the 
sin outside the door as individuals and as a body of believers. God doesn't want our lip service, He wants our 
obedience.
